A NEW SPECIES AGAMOMERMIS FROM A BITING MIDGE 

I. A. Rubzov 
SUMMARY 

A mature parasitic larva of a female mermithid worm, obtained from adult Culicoi¬ 
des pulicaris in Kazakhstan differs from the mermithid larvae obtained from larvae of 
midges in Karelia; it is described herein under the name Agamomermis heleis Rubzov, 
sp. n. It differs from Agamomermis culicis Stiles in its smaller size, in the structure of 
the head, chords, tail, in having a very thin cuticle without visible punctation. Details 
of the structure of the new species are given in Fig. 1.
